High School Seniors 
Surpass Collegians 
In Reading Speed 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.— (ACP) 
—College students can’t read as 
rapidly nor as comprehensively as 
seniors in high school, but scien- 
tific study has found an easy way 
for them to learn, according to Dr, 
Gilbert Wrenn of the University of 
Minnesota’s general college. 

Six years ago Dr. Wrenn started 
his experiments at Stanford by in- 
troducing a course in rapid read- 
ing. Studies showed that one-fifth 
of the Stanford freshmen needed 
this course, and as the students pro- 


gressed, in college, the percentage | 7 


of students who could not read 
rapidly and comprehensively in- 
creased.

Around Washington

_. WASHINGTON, D. C. — Dur- 
ing the regular session of Con- 
gress, which convenes in January, 
Representative Wesley Disney of 
klahoma is going to press for ac- 
tion on his bill to establish a Nat- 
ional Academy of Public Affairs. 
He can’t do it during the current 
special session, he explained to 
your reporter, due to the pressure 
of tax legislation now being con- 
sidered by; his committee, the pow- 
erful Ways and Means group. 


The Disney bill would establish 
a civil academy to train men and 
women of college age for work in 
the government, just as army and 
naval officers are trained at West 
Point and Annapolis. 
LAGS BEHIND 


At present, training for govern- 
ment work — the biggest business 
in the nation — lags behind practi- 
cally all other vocations. There are 
several training schools for For- 
eign Service, but few courses to 


prepare prospective administrative 
workers. 


The majority of young people 
who now enter the government 
Service appear to seek Federal 
work in Washington for the fol- 
lowing reasons: (1) to continue 
college training or professional in- 
struction in one of the numerous 
night schools here, (2) because 


*! they cannot find places in private 


enterprise, and (3) to obtain the 
relative security of civil service 
jobs, The latter group prefers gov- 
ernment work at comparatively 
low pay and restricted opportunity 
for advancement to the more haz- 
ardous competition of private bus- 
iness. 
RETURN HOME 

Most of the individuals in the 
first two groups intend to return 
home and strike out for themselves 
as soon as they can. 


In other words, the more able 
young college men and women sel- 
dom seek a permanent career in 
the federal service except in the 
foreign branches. And, as a result 
federal personnel is not up to that 
of many foreign countries where a 
government career is looked up to. 

Mr. Disney’s bill, if it is enacted, 
would, in all probability, raise the 
standards of government work and 
workers by attracting more able 
young men and women and giving 
pen special training for their life 
work.

Football Subsidizing 
Banned by New Code 


ITHACA, N. Y.—(ACP)—A 
new athletic code which bans foot- 
ball subsidizing and recruiting yet 
does not impose arbitrary restric- 
tions on scholarship or financial aid 
to undergraduates, has been adopt- 
ed at Cornell university. 


The code provides for unquali- 
fied university control of all stu- 
dent aid, direct or indirect; bars so- 
called “transfer students” from all 
intercollegiate competition and 
frowns upon prep school prosely- 
ting. 

A new board of athletic policy 
will not only supervise all matters 
of financial aid to athletes but have 
final authority over eligibility, 
apart from that involving academic 
standing. 

The code is substantially the 
same as the “triple agreement” un- 
der which Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton operate.
